The record opens with the state- 
ment that an extraordinary council 
of war was convened at 4:15 o'clock 
last Tuesday afternoon by Col. Fidel 
Avila. The council convened a court- 
martial of which Maj. Jesus Rodri- 
guez Was president, assisted by four 
other judges. 

“The accused,” says the report, 
“was arraigned and having been a:i- 
Vised to name one to defend hi :, 
Capt. Mariano Tamez was designated 
for this purpose and was warned to 


There was no further mention of 
any activity on the part of the cap- 
tain. 

‘The witnesses against Benton were 
Maj. Manuel FE. Banda and Andries 
Farias. it does not appear that Villa 
testified. Banda and Farias swore 
that Benton called on Villa Tuesday 
forenoon “at an inopportune mo- 
ment.” 

Witnesses were with Villa at the 
time. Benton, they said, made com- 
plaint of rebel depredations cn his 
ranch, Los HKemedios, in the State 
of Chihuaaua, and asked permission 
to return to it. 

Villa replied that it was not de- 
sired that Benton should return to 
Mexico because he was well known 
ag a sympathizer with Huerta, “to 
whom Re had given help in many 
ways; giving information- of the 
movement of our troops; having in- 
timate relations with the ‘red flag’ 
chiefs (Orezco and Salazar) and con- 
sidering the Constitutionalists as 
rebels and bandits.” 

“Villa,” continues the report, 
“ytated that because Benton was a 
foreigner his property had not been 
contisceted, but he must remain out 
of the country because he was an 
element destructive of the peace and 
prosperity of the country.

RAGING WATERS 
BATTER BRIDGES. 


Los Angeles River-Arroyo 
Seco Wreak Destruction. 


Dozens of Homes Caught in 
Whirling Torrent. 


Empty Bow Cars Fed Into the | sittn 


Stream to Turn Tide. 


The Los Angeles River and the 
Arroyo Seco battered down bridges, 
swept away dozens of homes and hun- 
dreds of telephone, telegraph and 


rush through the city early yesterday. 
The course of the river was changed 
in places, leaving miles of ragged and 
crumbling share line. 

The greatest destruction was in the 
vicinity of the juncture of the two 
streams. The Santa Fee's steel bridge 
across the arroyo, near Avenue 335, 
went out. The great flood cut the 
foundation from under a massive con- 
crete pier near the east bank and 
the solid block of masonry was upset 
in the stream, letting the steel spans 
sink down to the water line. 

Three houses facing on Dayton ave- 
nue, between Avenue 20 and Avenue 
22, slipped into the arroyo flood in 
the darkness early yesterday morning. 
Every house in the bipck on the east 
side of the street was vacated after 
the river began to melt its way into 
the back yards. 

The household goods were moved 
into the front yards or into the street. 
There was littie sleep in the biock all 
of Friday night. Some of the per- 
sons who fled from their homes were 
received in other houses in the neigh- 
borhood; others went into camp along 
the street. 

Camp fires were built and the home 
owners anxiously awaited the action 
of the river. The roaring flood and 
the sound of the crumbling banks fall- 
ing tnto the water were the ominous 
sounds that kept the neighborhood 
awake. 

FIRST HOUSE TO GO. 

A three-room bungalow, owned by 
Ramanda Southward, in the rear of 
the lot at No. 2052 yton avenue, 
was the first house in ihe block to go. 
Southward on the rear porch 
of the large house on the front of 
the lot and saw the bungalow plunge 
into the stream. It was quickly car- 
ried away and the owner could find no 
trace of it this morning. The house 
had battered to pieces nfaina a bridge 
and the kindling wood floated away. 

More than fifty feet of the rear of 
Southward’s lot was | missl this 
morning. The bank had crumbled to 
within ten feet of the second house. 

A long, low bungalow, at No. 2060

DANGEROUS WORK. 

The launching of a boat in -the 
rushing waters of the Los Angeles 
River and starting on a careening voy- 
age down that stream was a task be- 
set with many vicissitudes and no 
small amount of danger.

ARGE COTTON 
CROP CERTAIN. 


IMPERIAL, Feb. 19.—Argyle 
Laughlin, agistant in the crop ac- 
climatization of the government De- 
partment of Agriculture, and one of 
the most conservative experts in the 
valley, estimates the cotton crop of 
1914 at not leas than 60,000 bales. He 


for believing in such a vast increase in 
the cotton acreage, is the success of 
the crop that is just gathered. This 
will amount to at least 20,000 bales 
when it is all hered. Many peo- 
ple who have fore given full 
sway to alfaifa, owing to the fact that 
alfaifa hay is now selling for $8 per 
bale loaded on the car, will this year 
plant cotton instead. There will cer- 
tainly be a very wide spreading of the 
cotton area over the valley this year. 
Most of it will likely be grown across 
the line and in the south end of the 
valley; but there will scarcely be a 
section of the whole valley that will 
not contain a large cotton area. ost 
ef the north end cotton will be 
ground around the new townsite of 
Rern and along the Hast High- 
line. 


McLaughlin's estimate is backed by 
the cotton buyers, whose duties keep 
them in close touch with the valley 
cotton prospects, and who report that 
every indication for the coming year 
points to three acres to be planted 
this year for every one planted last 
year in the valley. 

There is a persistant rumor afloat 
to the effect that finanolal interests 
will establish one of the largest race 
tracks in all the South at Packard, a 
station four miles south of Mexicali, 
on the Inter-California Railroad in 
Mexico. It is believed that these in- 
terests intend to make this the center 
of racing In the South. According to 
the report a large race track will be 
put In order, quarters for horses and 
jockeys built, grand stands erected 
and offices established either in Mexi- 
cali or Calexico. It is further stated 
that preparations of such a nature 
are now under way, as will permit 
the completion of all the preliminary 
work for holding the first racing meet 
by the opening of the coming winter 
racing season. Some of the pre- 
liminary work will begin at once. 
The intention is to plan the track 
after the Juarez track, across the in- 
ternational line from _E! Paso, and 
to carry on such races as will attract 
a large number of racers from that 
section to the .Packard tracks. The 
operations will: undoybdtedly be of 
considerable magnitutle in the racing 
line. Packard is said to. have a fine 
location for such meets and ite warm, 
dry climate would, enable the patrons 
to witness continuous racing durin 
the season.

two most significant achievements of 
the year. 

“The greatest assets Los Angeles 
has today are its industrial oppor- 
tunities,” he said. -“Every one of 
these seized ‘will turn a perpetual 
stream of gold to her coffers. Los 
Angeles is the metropolis and distrib- 
uting point of a large territory. It 
is a city of perfect’ living conditions: 
a splendid harbor and many railroad 
systems provide matchless transpor- 
tation facilities; extensive ofl and gas 
fields and cheap hydro-electric power 
have solved the fuel and power prob- 
lems. Here, industrial peace guaran- 
tees happy labor conditions and con- 
genial surroundings and a perfect cli- 
mate promote labor efficiency. 

“The foreign trade department is 
a corollary to the industrial bureau, 
or rather an essential unit. America, 
the youngest of the great nations, is 
first in domestic co erce and third 
in internationa!] trade. This is the 
hour of commercial expansion. Yet, 
in 1913, Pacific Coast ports carried 
but 7 per cent. of the nation’s imports 
and 6 per cent. of its exports. Des- 
tiny has decreed for us a proud place 
in the mighty empire of trade, there- | 
fore let us endeavor to meet destiny 
half way.” 

Kinney also spoke of_the Panama 
Canal as a creator of increased pros- 
perity, and also of new problems. He 
eapecially urged an extension of the 
harbor breakwater anid an Increase in 
dockage facilities to care adequately 
for increased trade, added coast 
defenses and the fouriding of an im- 
migration bureau. 

KINNEY AND COLE. 

“Gentlemen,” said Kinney in con- 

clusion, “in selecting my successor, 


wisely and well. He is a man of 
splendid ability, tireless energy and 
high purpose.

ENTERTAINED AT BANQUET BY 
PRINCIPALS’ CLUB. 


Resolutions Passéd in Opposition to 
Sale of Mercantile Place Property. 
Money Voted to Aid School Chil- 
dren Who Have Suffered from the 


Floods. 

Margaret Schallenberger, State 
Commissioner of Education; Judge 


Fred H. Taft of the Juvenile Court; 
Hugh C. Gibson, chief robation of- 
ficer, and Supt. J. H. cis were 
the speakers at the ban juet of the 
Principals’ Club, held at Christopher's 
yesterday noon. The subject was 
“Our Probation System.” Dr. A. W. 
Plummer, president, occupied the 
chair. 

Dr. Schallenberger was the guest 
of honor, having reoently arrived 
from Sacramento on her tour of 
school inspection. She spoke on de- 
veloping the sense of responsibility 
in children as a guard against ju- 
venile delinquency, and said that 
when you make a child feel that he 
is an individual, and not just ex- 
actly like any other child, you have 
made a beginning, use you have 
made him feel that he has certain 
talents that he must develop, and this 
was the beginning of responsibility. 

“Many a boy who never géta into 
the Juvenile Court or the Detention 
Home, nevertheless never makes good 
really,” said the speaker. Jfiave peo- 
ple who have made good in some 
field come before the children and 
tell what it means to be a banker, 
or a civil engineer, or a doctor, and 
you'll have the children filled with 
an ambition to go and do likewise; 
his natural tastes will ve appealed 
to, and he will be inspire’ to make 
good on the subjects that lead to 
success In the walk of life he thinks 
he would lke to choose.” 

Dr. Schallenberger said she thought 
the experiment could be tried very 
low down in the grades, and that in 
her case the results had been excel- 
lent. 

Judge Taft made a plea for proba- 
tion, especially for boys, saying: ‘It's 
much easier to start a boy over again, 
than it is a man, and the boys I deal 
with are going to have ‘another 
chance,” criticiem or no criticism.”

STAGE REALISM AND FANTASY. 


A Pretense at Reality Must Stick to the Facts in Order to Carry Convic- 
tion, But a Dream as Such Is Welcome to Extravagance 
of idea and Action. 


BY HENRY CHRISTEEN WARNACK. 


LAYS are written for the stage 

but it is a case of the many called 

and the few chosen. This is the 
day of the published play. Every 
bookseller welcomes anything new in 
the drama that is readable. No 
doubt the producers of new plays 
for the stage would make good read- 
ers for the publishers. They have 
the opportunity to reject for them- 
selves much that might be welcome 
grist to the printer. ’ 

It usually works the other way. 
Plays are printed out of a hope to 
get them staged and are never sent 
the manager with the hope to get 
them printed. Since nothing is so 
uncertain as how a play will read or 
act, that playwright is lucky who can 
get his stuff before the public 
through either method. 

Realism and romanticism are as 
distinct in their separateness “in 
drama as in fiction. Fhe real can 
be more real in a play than in a 
novel because the stage visualizes 
everything, both in scenery and in 
business. An actor can do just what 
a character would have done, and he 
can be what the character really is. 
In reading a book, these essentials 
have to be supplied by the reader 
or else they are lost. 

One often quarrels with a good 
play because it pretends to be the 
study of some condition or a picture 
of some phase of life. Another play. 
not haif so faithful and perhaps of 
less merit, escapes adverse criticism 
because it deals with the purely 
imaginative and has no standard to 
live up to. It is always lucky to avoid 
the literal. Anyone may sit tn jude- 
ment on a fact and its presentation, 


but fancy is always a delight and its 
expression is entirely its own. 
Generally speaking, a work that 
contains the divine spark will not 
set itself any lines of rigidity, but 
will leave itself the widest possible 
latitude. Indeed, the amplitude of 
imagination is necessary to art. We 
would have no suggestion without it. 
A study of anything may be good 
for us, but it is rarely attractive. For 
the same reason that food is more 
agreeable than medicine and is at 
the same time more nourishing and 
building, so is the drama that pro- 
ceeds from the flame of unconfined 
genius of more real benefit and great- 
er joy than one which sets Itself to 
the task of answering some question 
of the day. 
Sometimes it happens that the 
vision of a playwright encompasses 
one or two vital points and, without 
being conscious of this, such a writer 
will reflect his largest conception 
from different angles in all that he 
doee. In doing this he escapes the 
role of the preacher and stil! incor- 
porates his message in forms that 
give much pleasure and possess great 
power. 
We often say that an author means 
this or that and we are sometimes 
right about it. We can take the com- 
plete works of the most prolific play- 
wright and, if he have greatness in 
him, a digest of all that he has ac- 
complished will result in one or two 
clear ideas clothed with genuine 
artistry. Men speak of the patience 
of Job. They are perfectly sure that 
this masterful drama its an allegory 
with the same lesson for all. 
Even actors as individuals usually 
mean one thing to the public as soon 
aa they have any definite philosophy 
or purpose of their own. No matter

Kipling in Bryan’s Role. 

Friends have at last managed to 
arouse Rudyard Kipling to a sense of 
his responsibilities as a public man, 
and he has now arranged to appear 
before the British Geographical So- 
ciety and deliver a lecture on “Some 
Aspects of Travel.” 

This is a good sign and indicates 
that to some extent he is now recover- 
ing from the nervous depression and 
fears that so long held his brilliant 
intellect in thrall. For several years 
now, in spite of the exertions of his 
gifted American wife, it has been ex- 
ceedingly difficult to get him to do 
anything in public beyond giving a 
speech now and again at the annual 
banquet of the Royal Academy in 
London. He excuses himself in the 
opening usually by mention of his 
coming trip to South Africa, but just 
now this country scarcely hag recrea- 
tive attractions. Kipling loves coun- 
try life, and.as a matter of fact is not 
often seen in town. It has been rather 
a surprise that he has not kept up 
his Indian interests more, but perhaps 
his labors as a journalist there did 
not leave him cheerful associations. 
The work is rather hard.

what role they essay the meaning of 
their own lives is perfectly clear in 
what they do. 


Since such plays as do not imme- 
diately declare some concrete pur- 
pose sometimes lead us through the 
starry meadows of imagination and 
enchant us with the music of run- 
ning water, it is perhaps as Well not 
to be too bent on reading some les- 
sor into them at once. The fair way 
of receiving them is to at first ac- 
cep: them for anything they may seem 
to be, and to let their meaning dawn 
upon us when it will and as it will. 
To accept a play for its color and 
dream for a long time without any 
effort to put a label on is often a 
good idea. It happens to be the only 
way of getting at the meat of many 
of them. 
The authors we cling to longest 
and like the best are not always the 
clearest to us on sight. We want to 
be assured of their values, but these 
values e wus. The man worth 
while does not always stand instantly 
revealed. 


You may take a man like Shaw and 
be entertained by him, but he is too 
obvious te convince you either as a 
poet or a prophet. You are neither 
taken in by him nor carried away 
with him. He may not declare his 
point, but you are very sure of him, 
if for no other reason than that you 
suspect him. You know that he is 
laughing at everything and  every- 
béody—most of all at himself. 
As long as our artists do not take 
themselves seriously we have a right 
to demand that they will take art and 
life seriously. We expect them to be 
in good faith with us, no matter how 
they feel about themselves. When 
Mr. Shaw tells me that he is the best 
joke in the world, I am prepared to 
accept it without a murmur, but when 
he says that there are two g00d 
jokes in the world, meaning that I am 
the other one, I do not sympathize 
with his point of view.

Shaw is one of the best jokesmiths 
in the world, he is an exceedingly 
clever man with lots of vision and not 
a little good intention, but he gives 
me a dose of calomel for the liver to- 
Gay without placing me on a diet 
and a regime of exercise that will put 
my system in permanent tone sd that 
I will not need a medicine of any 
kind. He has a sort of rabid realism, 
but it takes a remarkable digestion 
to stand it.

He always has his point to make and 
he makes it. He is moulding public 
opinion and that is what he wants. 
If he puta his ideas into the actions 
of his day and has them assimilated 
by his age, he probably cares very 
little about what becomes of them as 
books. He is perhaps a builder and 
not an artist and would like to Infuse 
himself into the bleod and brain of 
men rather than to Me upon their 
bookshelves in the dust of a future 
generation and is not concerned about 
having his ghosts parade across the 
stages of 


I am not recanting. I am merely 
suggesting that the propagandist is 
seldom the artist; even though the 
artist amounts 14 his conclusion to a 
propagandist. 
Brieux, for instance, seems to 
the way that Shaw gives sociological 
baths. 

On the other hand, Ibsen struck a 
note which will vibrate for the next 
two centuries and be caught upon a 
swelling tide of mighty sound, re- 
wardless of the interpretation or mis- 
interpretation of today. He struck 
as mercilessly as +Shaw at existing 
evils, was as shrewd to diagnose the 
disease and as hopeful of its cure, but 
he did it so fundamentally, both as to 
art and to fact, that we never quite 
see through it, or at least there is not 
a chance that we can see beyond it. 

I find the best proof of Ibsen as 
student and artist in his last werk, 
“When We Dead Awaken.” The in- 
sane woman who kills men and who 
glides like a ghost through the pages 
of this play may not be so dead or so 
insane as she appears. 
those people stop living necessarily 
because they go up into the moun- 
tains and find the stepping off place. 
Perhaps it is like a border between 
countries, an invisible line with sure 
footing on both sides, and Ibsen has 
‘dared the invasion of a realm curious- 
ly independent of time and place. 

Ibsen took women for his types of 
the dead because he saw that among 
all of our sleepers woman was the 
most asleep and the one most like- 
ly to awaken first. When Nora slams 
that door as she quits “The Doll's 
House,” she goes out into the night. 
But a million women follow her into 
the dawn. 

Ibsen knew we were all dead, but 
he believed in us all for the resur- 


rection. He slays that he may quick- 
en, His message is always the 
trumpet of Gabriel. His realism 


hoids only enough of earth for a grave 
and all the rest is star-strewn space 
and whirr of wings. His madness 
is always the fever that clarifies. His 
fires burn up the waste. He Is the 
potter who dares not be gentle, since 
he is so sure of the vase. 

Deadness is nothing to the man who 
sees the way to life. Ibsen put up 
with the silent cities through which 
he walked and the night in which he 
found us sleeping because there were 
some to stir at his lusty shout. 

Dead, dead, dead, but there comes 
the waking—a supreme art because 
assured of qa supreme triumph!

One of the great lessons which these 
men have iearned is that asaecif- 
dependence and a disposition to make 
the labor worthy of the hire are fea.

A escheme which was first fore- 
shadowed in 1849 by the engineer, 
Van Diggelen, in a book which at- 
tracted much attention at the time, 
will shortly come before the Dutch 
Parliament.

The height of 
this concrete-block ' embankment, 
which will take nine years to con-

nel. The inner, or Zuider Zee, side of 
the embnakment will carry a double 
line of railway and a road for ordi- 
nary traffic. 
Inside the space enclosed by the 


western, Southeastern and Northeast- 
ern, respectively. Their acreage will 
be: Northwestern, 53,599; Southwest- 
ern, 77,855; Southeastern, 266,167; 
Northeastern, 125,599. 

It is expected that in the seven- 
teenth year after the beginning of the 
embankment portions of these polders 
will be fit for habitation and culti- 
vation. They will be offered for sale 
in small lots, and gradually, in order 
not to depress the price of existing 
land. About 24,700 acres of land are 
already being reclaimed annually in 
' Holland, but this process i¢ not likely 
to continue for more than ten or fif- 
teen years. The same amount of the 
reclaimed land from the Zuider Zee 
will be sold ahnually by the State, in 
whose hands the whole administra- 
tion of the new land will remain. 
The conditions of sale will probably 
be such that hasers will become 
freeholders in a t forty-five years. 
Model villages, with 155 acres of 
communal land adjoining, will be 
built by the State, and purchasers 
will receive advances in order to en- 
able them to buy: agricultural imple

POSTAD MEN CAN’T STRIKE. 


The Federal Court Says Working for 
the Government Is Unlike Work 
a Private Firm. 
(New York Tribune:] The Federal 


short work of the theory that postal 
employees who choose to discharge 
themselves by “striking” may annoy 
the government by trying to obstruct 
the mails. The chauffeurs who organ- 
ized themselves jnto a union and tried 
to impose conditions on the city post- 
office made the mistake of thinking 
that they were dealing with a private 
employer. With a private employer 
they would have had a right to organ- 
ize, to negotiate for a closed shop and 
for better hours of labor, and even to 
enforce their demands by striking and 
using moral suasion to prevent others 
from taking their places. 

But with the government as their 
employer they were in a different po- 
sition. They were not entitled to act 
as a body in antagonizing the Post- 
office Department, since each had 
sworn individually to do his duty as a 
Federal servant. It was open to any 
single Chauffeur to leave the service 
by resigning, but, as Judge Killits said 
in his charge to the jury, no one offer- 
ing his resignation had a right to quit 
his post until the resignation had been 
accepted. Not only in trying to in- 
timidate the new chauffeurs by vio- 
lence, but even in quitting the posta! 
service in a body, the chauffeurs ex- 
posed themselves to punishment un- 
der the Federal law. 

When it comes to what they call 
“striking,” government employees 
must that they are not as 
other men are. The public stands 
ready to judge fairly between private 
employers and private employees, and 
even to mediate between item. But 
it is not ready to tolerate interference 
by employees with the operations of 
the government which it has set up 
for the common good. For falling to 
see this, eleven members of the Postal) 
Chauffeurs’ Union are now under 
prison sentences. :

Gatun Lake at the eighty-five-foot 
level, at which it is proposed to main- 
tain this portion of the great canal, 
has covered an area of a little more 
than 120 equare miles of jungle.

It is not the intention of the gov- 
ernment to immediately undertake the 
complete electrification of rail 
road, for the reason that at present 
there is no knowing the amount of 
traffic the road will carry across the 
isthmus after the opening of the canal. 
Should this prove to be sufficiently 
large to warrant the expense of mak- 
ing the change the railway will alto- 
gether cease to be a steam road.
